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There  is  no  great  sale  to  chronicle  in  the  pages  of  this,  the  sixth, 
volume  of  Boak-PrUes  Current.  On  the  whole,  the  quality  of  the 
fifty  and  odd  libraries  that  have  been  brought  to  the  hammer, 
varies  but  little  from  previous  years,  nor  is  there  very  much  variety 
in  their  contents.  One  sale,  that  of  the  Library  of  the  late  Joshua 
H.  Hutchinson  {post,  p.  1 13),  deserves  a  word  or  two  0/  reference 
here,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  books  in  thoroughly  sound 
condition  which  it  contained,  while  a  dispersion  of  a  very  fine  and 
quite  unusual  collection  of  works  of  the  Early  English  Poets  {post, 
p.  315)  must  on  no  account  be  permitted  to  escape  the  observation 
of  collectors  who  affect  a  class  of  book  which  is  admitted  on  all 
hands  to  be  getting  scarcer  and  more  expensive  every  year.  It  is 
a  long  time  since  such  a  large  number  of  works  of  the  same  kind 
were  ofTered  for  sale  by  auction,  and  in  all  probability  a  similar 
opportunity  of  acquiring  such  an  extensive  assortment  may  not 
ivcur  for  a  considerable  period. 

During  the  year  1892  one  lai^e  collection,  the  largest  and  finest 
perhaps  in  private  hands,  has  been  disposed  of.  but  happily  not 
dispersed.  Reference  is  made  to  the  Allhorp  Library,  which  con- 
sisted originally  of  a  family  collection  formed  at  Wonnleighton,  in 
Warwickshire,  and  of  a  library  acquired  by  the  first  Earl  Spencer, 
formerly  belonging  to  Dr.  George  Head,  at  one  time  Master  of 
Eton.  It  owes  its  present  celebrity  and  importance  to  George 
John,  second  Earl  Spencer,  who,  within  a  period  of  twenty-four 
years,  added  to  it  by  the  formation  of  what  is,  or  perhaps  was.  known 
as  the  Bibliotheca  Speitceriana.  This  magnificent  library  has  now 
been  iiansferred  en  bloc  to  Manchester,  in  the  hundred  and  second 
year  of  its  age. 

In  November  last  a  rather  curious  though  by  no  means  unique 
occurrence  look  place.  One  lot  of  books  consisting  of  some  ten  or 
a  dozen  pamphlets,  made  up  into  a  parcel,  brought  the  astonishing 
sum  of  ;^86,    There  was  nothing  on  the  face  of  the  catalogue  to 
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show  that  the  parcel  contained  anything  out  of  the  comtnon,  for 
the  few  books  quoted  as  sattiples  of  the  remainder  were  only  of 
nominal  value.  The  mystery  is  explained  by  the  circumstance  that 
the  bundle  is  said  to  have  contained  a  perfectly  uncut  copy  of  a 
scarce  book  ;  Calo's  "  Moral  Distichs  Englished  in  Couplets," 
printed  at  Philadelphia,  in  1735,  by  Benjamin  Franklin.  Reference 
to  the  second  volume  of  flock-Prices  Current,  No.  3543,  discloses 
another  copy  of  the  same  work,  which  was  sold  at  the  Gibson 
Craig  Sale,  in  March,  1H88.  It  is  not  often  that  a  book  of  such 
value  is  thus  unexpectedly  hidden  away. 

For  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  Book-market, 
for  the  twelve  months  ending  November,  i8g3,  the  reader  is  referred 
to  the  following  pages  »nd  also  to  the  indeic,  whidi  marshals  some 
seven  thousand  entries  into  order.
